37 CFR §1 2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussion of the proposed amendment to claim 1 submitted by fax 
to the Examiner on 1 1/30/04. A discussion was held as to the enablement of proposed claim 1 . As written, the 
Examiners informed Applicants that the claim was not enabled. The Examiners pointed out that comparing the results 
of two different models that use two different gene sets says nothing about the relative relatedness of the genes. 
Examiner Moran gave an example in which two different models are used, each outputting an "effectiveness". In the 
example, a Hidden Markov Model which gave an effectiveness of 80% and a Genetic Algorithm which gave an 
effectiveness of 40% were generated. From this example, the HMM was more "effective" than the Genetic Algorithm. 
However, the use of these two models still does not enable the prediction of a relationship between different genes in 
the two different models. Just because one model is more effective, does not mean the genes are related. Another 
example was given in which one model was used, the HMM. In this model, using two different sets of genes within the 
same model, it was agreed that the prediction of a relationship between a subset of genes within that model MAY be 
enabled. However, it was not agreed that the specification supported such a method. The Examiners explicitly stated 
to Applicants that any amendments to the claims MUST point to specific page and line number for support and explain 
where the steps of the method are found in combination, in order to avoid a New Matter rejection. 
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
